EXECUTIVE COUNCIL'S REPORT. | 

E. F. Swinney, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, in presenting the re- 
port of the council, said that the 
main item of expense of the associa- 
tion arises from the work of the Pro- 
tection Committee in preventing and 
detecting crime, and this expense ex- 
ceeds the income. The committee ad- 
vocated an increase of dues, gradu- 
ated according to capitalization. The 
Pian of creating a guaranty associe- 
tion, which would include banks and 
employés, and which would reimburse 
members incurring losses through dis- 
honesty, was not favored by the Exec- 
utive Council. 

A resolution favoring a money-order 
system for banks was approvei. The 
practice of paying interest on daily 
balances was: not commended. 

When the Executive Council's report 
was read, a resolution favoring the 
increase of dues to add $25,000 to the 
income of the association was adopted. 


CURRENCY COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


The report of the Currency Commit- 
tee was then read, as follows: 
“230 Une american banaers’ Agsocia- 


tion. 

“As inatructed by the Special Cur- 
rency COgimiliee appuintead at. New 
Vrieans tO inVesiiger. and report on 
the present system of the 
United Sfates, the chairman of tnis 
committee not being in attendance at 
this convention, | beg leave to submit 
the following reporc:: ‘There is at 
present more real money in the United 
States than at any previous period in 
our history. Taking the country alto- 
gether, there is no scarcity of money, 
including United States and national 
bank notes, to meet any legitimate de- 
mands of business. Compared with 
September 1 a year ago, tne national 
banking circulation has increased 
$52,827,551. 

“The general stock of money in the 
United States September 1, 1903, was 
as follows: $1,267,733,949 gold coin, in- 
cluding bullion in Treasury; $555,853,- 
494 standard silver dollars: $101,867,228 
subsidiary silver; $17,970,000 Treasury 
notes of 1890; $346,681,016 United States 
notes; $418,.587,975 national bank notes: 
total, $2,708,693,662. At the same date 
there was in circulation $620,375,159 
gold coin; $394,155,919 gold certificates; 
72,959,012 standard silver dollars; $455.- 
928,384 silver certificates: $92,870,952 
subsidiary eilver: $17,850,254 Treasury 
notes of 1890; $335,377,568 United States 
notes; $399,384,930 national bank notes; 
total, $2,388,902,178, making a circula- 
tion per capita of $28.60, compared with 
$28.55 September 1, 1902. 

“In the opinion of your committee, 
the most serious need is the reform of 
the sub-treasury system in such wise 
thet the money withdrawn from the 
banks for custom duties, as well as 
internal revenues, shal] be deposited 
in the banks and thus be made avail- 
able for use in the community from 
which it has been withdrawn. Such a4 
reform could be inaugurated by giving 
to the Secretary of the Treasury dis- 
cretionary authority to permit depos- 
its to the extent of 30 per cent. of the 
capital and surplus of national banks 
of customs receipts as well as inter- 
nal revenue receipts guaranteed by 
securities acceptable to the Secretary 
of the Treasury. Such an arrangement 
would render impossible the embar- 
rassements which have frequently oc- 


} curred as the result of Treasury ac- 


cumulations. 

“Regarding the question of circula- 
tion, the first and most important re- 
quirement is the immediate rerenl of 
the present [imitations of $3,000,000 per 
month upon the withdrawal of circu- 
lation, so that the expansion and con- 
traction will be automatic and gov- 
erned by the surrounding situations. 
Under the present restrictions many 
banks are unwilling to issue currency 
for temporary and legitimate need-¢-, 
which they would issue if they felt 
certain that their currency could be 
retired when no ion needed. 

“Emergency circulation could, with- 
in careful limitations, be safely per- 
mitted upon the actual] deposit with the 
Treasury Department of securities ac- 
ceptable to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. And upon such deposits circula- 
tion could be issued promptly to meet 
ectuail emergencies, which would not 
be possible if time were taken for the 
examination of general assets by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and Comp- 
troller of the Currency. A tax of 6 
per cent. per annum should be im- 
posed upon such emergency. circulation

PEACE FOR THE WORLD. 


Eminent ' Frenchman Who Heads 
Movement Says that Several] Arbitra- 


tion Treaties Are Now Negotiating. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—In regard to 
the Anglo-French arbitration treaty, 
just concluded, Baron D'Estournelies 
de Constant is quoted bya Herald dis- 
patch from Paris as having said: 

“This convention is only the begin- 
ning of what is in store. Negotiations 
are in progress for four other treaties 
of a similar nature with Italy, Holland, 
Sweden and Norway. There is nothing 
in the way for a speedy conclusion of 
such a treaty with Maly. Ina few 
months even earlier, the 
clauses .will be settled, and the agree- 
ment may be published before the visit 
of President Loubet to Rome. 

“As regards Holland, the govern- 
ment of that country as well as Swe- 
den and Norway, proposed a treaty of 
arbitration long ago, but no action was 
taken in the matter by France. This is 
now being done. 

“The United States helped the cause 
of peace by submitting the first case 
to The Hague tribunal, and I believe 
American statesmen would do well to 
come into closer contact with Europe. 
On this ground I have been invited to 
visit America next year. I go to the 
St. Louis Fair and deliver a series of 
lectures on the subject. My main ob- 
ject will be to obtain the formation in 
America of a group of Congressmen 
favorable to arbitration who will after- 
ward visit France and help the great 
movement for the world-wide adoption 
of arbitration between nations.” 4

— BOUNDARY DECISION. 


The government and the people 
of the United States have reason to 
be thankful that the Alaskan boun- 
dary qmestion has at length been 
settied, and finally - settled, by a 
commission duly ¢onetitujed for, 
that purpose. It has been... vex- 
‘Ing question for some years; and 
while it bas at no time caused any 
serious trouble, it was a dispute that 
had to be decided sooner or ater, 
and it is better for all interests that}. 
& decision has at last been reached..-¢ 

Our Canadian neighbors are nat« 
urally not pleased with the award, 
inasmuch as it sustains, in al! tm- 
portant particulars, the American 
contention. Looking at the matter 
from .the American point of view, it 
is mot apparent that any other de- 
cision than the oneé\ reached could 
have been rendered. The American 
claim was based upon the treaty of 
1825, between Great Britain and Rus- 
sia. When the United States  pur- 
chased Alaska from Russia, it acquired 
all the ‘territory covered by that 
treaty, which fixed the boundary at 
ten leagues from the coast, where 
there are no mountains, and ‘desig- 
nated as the boundary, where there 
are mount&ins paraliel to thé coast, 
a line running from peak to peak of 


the highest mountains. 


Up to the time gold was discovered 


in Alaska, the boundary as set forth 


in the treaty of 1825 had remaine. 
practically undisputed. After the 
mineral richness of Alaska became 
known, a question was raised by Can- 
ada as to what constitutes the coast 
line, The Canadians claimed that it 
means the general trend of the coast, 


and does not include bays and inlets. 


The United States maintained that the 


coast liné méans—the coast line. In 
other words, that the boundary fol- 


lows all the sinuosities of the coas’, 


and necessarily includes all bays and 


heads of inlets. The contention cer- 


tainly appears to be in accord with 


reason and common sense. What 
 Gise could the coast be, in point of 
fact’ but the irregular line of the 


land where the waters of the ocean 
impinge upon it? In this connection, 
Lord Chief Justice. Alverstone, in his 


}very able review of the case, giving 


reasons for sustaining the American 
contention, says: 

“In my opinion it is correctly 
pointed out on behalf of the United 


‘States that the word ‘coast’ is aun 


ambiguous term. There is, as far as 


1 know, no recognized rule of inter- 
_Mational law which would by impli- 


cation give a recognized meaning t» 
the word ‘coast,’ as applied to such 
sipuositics and such waters different 
from the coast itself. After a moat 
careful examination I am wnable te 
find any passage in the nesotiations 
connected with the treaty of 1825 
which supports th# view that Great 
Britain was directly or indirectly put- 
ting forward_a claim to the shores or

The Englith papers take a philo- 
sophical and sensibie view of the de- 
cision, almost or quite without ex- 


ception. While regretting that the de- 
tision was averse to the Canadian 


claims, they recognize the fact that 
it could hardly have been otherwise, 
under the circumstances. The Lon- 
don Times observes that “Lord Al- 
verstone is the only commissioner 
wko could fairly be said to have ap- 
proached the subject absolutely with- 


out bias, save for the natural bias uf 
a Briton in favor of British interests. . 


We doubt, after mattre reflection,” 
continues the Times, “the Canadians 
will feel they could have hoped for 
any’ more favorable results if they 
had brought the case before an actual 


court of arbitration. As it is, the 


matter has been dealt with in the 
most satisfactory “way of friendly ne- 
gotiations between the two nations. 
The inestimable gain of definitely set- 


tling a question offering perennial op- 
unities for discord between the. 

© great and kindred nations far 
outweighs any .disappointment at the 


decision which, after al), practically 
leaves things as they were found.” 
Other leading English newspapers 


comment upon the decision in similar 


vein. In Canada, however, the 


award appears to be regarded as too 
bitter a pill to be swallowed without 


protest; hence the press and public 
men of Canada are protesting with 


al possible emphasis. The two Ca- 
nadian commissioners who refused to 
acquiesce in the finding are receiving 
much praise (in Canada.) while Great 


Britain is freely accused of having 


“pacrificed Canada on the altar of / 
political expediency.” This is, of 


course, an extreme view of the sit- 
vation; a view which our Canadian 
friends and neighbors will probably 
be impélied to modify, materially, 
upon sober second thought.

BERLIN, Oct. 71.—By succeeding 
driving an electric railway car at the 
rate of 125 miles an hour for a dis-_ 
tance of. fourteeen miles, Gereman en- 
gineers have achieved enh anmrbition 
which, for the last three years, they 


have been seeking to realiee by con- 
stant experimenting, and the expendi- 
ture of an immense amount of money. 
Of course no one maintains that the 
friggtful speed made by the Siemens- 
Hal car on the Berlih-Zossen ex- 
perimental track has any practical 
value, except that it demonstrates be- 
yond doubt the possibilities of electric 
traction. it is expected confidently, 
however, that the success of tite re- 
cent trial will lead to the speedy con- 
struction of the long-planned Berlin- 
Hamburg Jine, on which it is thought 
that an average speed of ninety-four 
miles an hour will be safely main- 
tained. 

On tre Slemens-Halske car's trial 
trip it was driven by its constructor, 
Dr. Reichel, and there were also on

The electric cer at- 
tained its greatest speed at Dahiwitz, 
when it was traveling et the rate of 201 
kilometers, or over 125 miles hour.

Third Continuance Today of 


the Criminal Trial. 


Ten ‘Days is the Lint Says the 


“District Altorney. 


Chief Prosecuting Witness Re- 
ported Worse, in Seclusion 
of Sistec’s Home. 


The case of the people against Grif- 
fith J. Griffith for assault with intent 
to murder, committed upon his wife, 
will be called before Justice Chambers 
in the Police Court this morning, but 
there will be no hearing. Mrs. Grif- 
fith will not be on hand. 

By mutual consent the preliminary 
examination will be continued ten 
days. 

Said District Attorney Fredericks 
last evening: 

“I learned this afternoon that Mrs. 
Griffith was not in as good condition 
as was supposed. She would doubt- 
less be able to tell her story, but 
would not be fit to endure a, severe 
cross-examination. So I have con- 
sented to this continuance of not more 
than ten days. 

“You can say positively that this 
case will be tried at the end of ten 
days. If she does not come into court 
at that time, I shal! send a carriage 
for her. We have her statement, and 
she must stand up to it. She will be 
put upon the stand and be compelled 
to testify under oath. It does not 
make any difference what anybody 
else wants. This case is under the 
charge of the District Attorney's office, 
and will be tried.” 

There was a conference of the three 
parties interested in the District Attor- 
ney’s office yesterday morning, at 
which the representutions regarding 
Mrs. Griffith's condition were made 
and the continuance eaer:ed upon, 

Isidore Dockweiler, attorney for Mrs. 
Griffith, was asked ‘ast night whether 
she would appear in court today and 


swtar that her husband attempted to 
murder her. 

“I am not sure wh>ther or not she 
will be able to appear,” said Dock- 
Weiler, cautiously. 

“But it was stated yesterday that 
she would be on hand,” was suggested. 

“Yes, but she is worse today,” said 
the attorney. 

“Well, 
fail to show up, ani that there will be 
another continuance?’ 

“It is possible the case may be con- 
tinued,” sparred Dockwe'ler. “You 


see, Judge Works, Cok Griffith's coun- 


rel, has had an important cage on trial 
in Judge Wilbur's court for several 
days, and if this is not concluded it

“Then the prosecution is ready and 
determined to go on with the case?”

532 Westlake avenue. Inquiry there last 
night revealed further evasive uncer- 
tainty regarding her appearance in 
court today. 

Mrs. Whipple ssid Mrs. Griffith could 
not be interviewed as to her intentions 
because she was “irndisposed.”’ Mrs. 
Whipple declared she was unable to 
say anything about Mrs. Griffith's in- 
tentions. She first: referred the in- 
quirer to Attorney Dockweiler and then 
turned him over to her husband. 

“Mrs. Griffith may not be able to get 
down to court tomorrow,” said Mr. 
Whipple. “She has been suffering 
much pain from her arm today. We 
don't know whether or not she will 
go down.” 

“If I cannot talk to Mrs. Griffith, will 
you please ask her for me now what 
her intentions are?”

Some men are born rich, some achieve 
richness, and others have riches thrust 
upon them. There are several men in 
Los Ange'es who belong to the last- 
mentioned class. A. B. Roth, Charlies 
Gollmer, John Hauerwaas, Gen. C. F. 
A. Last and Eugene F. Roth, if ac- 
cused of being among the fortunates 
who have hai fortune thrust upon 
them, would plead guilty.

F. A. Last and John Hauerwaas 
constituting the rest of the board of 
directors, 

GOLD GALORE, 

Mendoza returned to the peninsula 
with the money subscribed by the 
Los Angeles stockholders and at once 
proceeded to put some men to work in 
developing the claims. The company 
authori him to rent an old nine- 
Stamp mill that had been used at an- 
other mine in the vicinity. It took 
about $3000 to get the old mill repaired

Striking Butchers Are Being 
Rapidly ‘Repiaced. 


Packing-houses Able to Meet 
Evecy Demand. 


Mcn Quitting Theic Jobs Wil

This is the ultimatum announced by 
the retail employers of the city, and is 
a part of the campaign outijned in the 
fight that is on to determine wheter 
the labor unions shall contfol private 
enterprises, or men, fostering great ine 
dustries and mercantile undertakings, 
shall be supreme in the management of 
their personal affairs. 

This does not mean that the “black 
list’ will be resorted to, but in quit- 
ting their biocks tne cutters will 
dicate that they are dissatisfied with 
their positions, and the employés are 
perfectly willing to let them 0, . ree 
placing the malcontonts with men de- 
sirous of meeting the retailers’ re- 
quirements. 

“We want men to work for us,” 
one employer yesterday, “who wili-per- 
mit us to have a voice in tae conduct 
of our establishments—men who are 
free to do as they please. We are 
paying a better wage than the union 
schedule calls for, hours have been e@a-, 
tablished, and if any man’ likes our 
way of doing business, and there is a 
vacancy, a good job is at his disposal.” 

Tais same spirit prevails among 
the wholesafers. Many of the slaugh- 
ter-house mien who quit good positions 
at the behest of a few restless agita- 
tors will discover that their places 
have been filled permanently, and that 
taey will be forced to look to another 
locality for employment. The adop-

In 
addition to this, the Temple corpora- 
tion would have the rental of the big 
audttorium for 300 annually, 
wlach hae been estimated at from $10,- 
000 to $25,000. With the lesser of these 
amounts, added to the other sources of 
ixcome, the net profit of the undertak- 
ing would be raised to 7% per cent. 

It is believed by the promoters that 
through any emergency, such as finan- 
cial or commercial depression, the 
revenues could not fall below 6 prr 
cent. on the investment. It is a well- 
known fact that in other cities of the 
United States commercial property 
of thie character is earning as high 
as 12 to 15 per cent. per annum. 

The size of the Temple building will 
create a business in itself, it is hoped.

ERLAN, Oct. 21.—{By Atlantic Ca- 

ble.} The German government

BEACH, Oct. 21.—The State 
Supreme Court, sitting in Los Ange- 
Jes, has declined to act on the question 
‘> wight of search under the city or- 
dinance at the present stege of the 
zane The tribunal so announced its 
refusal today. 

The case was founded on a complaint 
filed in the City Recorder's Court a 
few days ago as a result of which City 
Recorder Chapman issued an order 
directing the City. Marshal to search 
the drug store kept by Frank L. Win- 
gard at Pine avenue and First street. 

City Marshal Williams refused to ex- 
ecute the warrant; and based his re- 
fusal on a decision of Superior Judge 
Trask, holding that such an order of 
the City Recorder was invalid. The 
City Trustees instructed the City At- 
torney to take tae case inte the State 
Supreme Court in an effort to get an 
order directing the City Marshal to 
execute the Warrant. The point at is- 
sue is whether the authority of war- 
rants of search shall be made to apply 
to prosecutions under the prohibition 
ordinance. 

Before the Supreme Court City At- 
torney Baker presented a petition, ask- 
ing that tribunal to act originally on 
the anplication for a mandate. The 
petition stated numerous reasons for 
asking that it be acted on originally, 
but the court issued an order that the 
Writ be denied “without prejudice to a 
timilar proceding in the Superior 
Court, upon the grounds that there is 
no sufficient reason for proceding orig- 
inally in this court.” 

“The refusal of the Supreme Court 
to take up the case as one of original 
jurisdiction,” said City Attorney Baker

Harvesting the Wild Rice. 


Almost all the wild rice seed now 
harvested is gathered by Indians into 
birch-bark canoes. This is done usually 
by two persons working together, one 
standing in the bow of the canoe and 
propelling it with a forked stick, and 
the other seated in the stern with two 
short sticks, by means of which the 
plants on either side of the canoe are 
gently pulled over it and the fipe seed 
shaken off. No attempt is made to get 
all the seed off the plants at one time. 
“It is customary rather to take only the 
seed which falis readily and to visit 
the same plants later as more seeds 
tipen. The period of ripening extends 
over nearly two weeks for any field 
and over. several days for any single 
plant, so that were one to attempt to 
harvest all the rice on a given area it 
would be necessary to go over that 
area at least four or five times at in- 
tervals of from two to three days. Re- 
cently some attempts have been made 
to construct machinery for harvesting 
wild rice seed from boats driven b 
ecrew or drawn by cable. So far, howe 
ever, such endeavors have not been en- j 
tirely successful.—[Field and Strearn. | m
